Damaged by 
FEMA awaits

WILMINGTON/TEWKSBURY - 
Springtime seems to be within our 
grasp, yet the ravages of this win- 
ter are still being felt by local resi- 
dents and business owners who 
found themselves in hot water 
when last month’s floods sub- 
merged both Wilmington and 
‘Tewksbury in feet of rainwater. 

David Saville, a public informa- 
tion officer with the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA), has been travelling all 
throughout Middlesex County, stop- 
ping in Wilmington and Tewksbury 
along the way to get the word out 
that relief is just a phone call away. 

“Anybody who suffered any kind 
of loss from the storms and floods 
since March 5th should give FEMA 
a call,” says Saville. “It doesn’t 
matter if you’re a home owner, an 
apartment renter or a business 
owner. It doesn’t matter if you've 
experienced massive damage or a 
little damage. We're treating 
everyone on a case-by-case basis.

‘WILMINGTON - Frank West, a 
candidate for selectman in the up- 
coming town election, spoke out 
this week on issues of primary con- 
cern to both him and the residents 
of Wilmington. 

At the top of the list is the pres- 
eryation of open space. “I think it’s 
critical to preserve REAL open 
space, not just swamp land that 
nobody wants,” West said. “These 
areas can be used for the enjoy- 
ment of residents and help main- 
tain the charm and flavor of 
Wilmington.” In addition, West says 
that the purchase of large blocks of 
land by the town can assist in con- 
trolling the overwhelming develop- 
ment that has taken place over the 
past 10 years. 

“Wilmington’s population has 
inereased by 21 percent since 1990, 
and we can’t possibly continue at 
this rate without improvements to 
our town’s roads and infrastruc- 
ture,” he said.

College-bound students should register 
for summer ACT exam by May 4th 


WILMINGTON/TEWKSBURY - 
The next ACT Assessment will be 
administered nationwide on June9, 
2001. College-bound high school stu- 
dents must register for the college 
admissions and placement exam 
by May 4 - the deadline for having 
your registration postmarked. 
There is a late registration post- 
mark deadline of May 18, but an 
extra fee is charged for late regis- 
trations. 

ACT scores are accepted by vir- 
tually all U.S. colleges and univer- 
sities, including all Ivy League 
schools, and are used by colleges 
along with high school grade point 
average and other information in 
admissions decisions and to help 


place students in appropriate level 
courses. The test fee is $23 ($26 in 
Florida). 

Students can register for the ACT 
by getting information from their 
high school counselors or by regis- 
tering online at ACT’s website - 
www.act.org. The website also has 
helpful information, sample tests 
and the opportunity to order test 
prep materials including an inter- 
active CD-ROM, ACTive Prep, 
which contains actual, timed tests 
and helps students build a study 
plan.

ing our open space goals.” - 

Also close to the candidate’s 
heart is the preservation of the 
town’s natural and historical re- 
sources. A member of the 
Wilmington Historical Commission 
since 1990, West worked as part of a 
team in the establishment of the 
town’s museum at the Harnden 
Tavern. “The exhibit’s showcase 
Wilmington’s diverse past, and 
helps our community residents and 
children appreciate the town’s ori- 
gins,” he said.

tioned three counties alone, it is 
estimated that 25,000 homes and 
businesses experienced flood-relat- 
ed damages in excess of $10 million.

Both are numbers that are expect- 
ed to grow exponentially. 

“Our assistance programs aren't 
designed to get people back to their 
pre-damage conditions,” says 
Saville. “They're designed to give a 
personal leg-up that will help them 
get back on the road to recovery.”

Commuters and travelers in 
the region can soon look for- 
ward to a smoother commute as 
the 34-acre Anderson Regional 
Transportation Center in 
Woburn is scheduled for its 
grand opening in May. 

“The groundbreaking on the 
project took place last 
April...MassPort’s Logan 
Express came in on April 8 and 
the Mass Highway Park and 
Ride program and the MBTA 
Commuter Rail should be up 
and operating next month,” Bar- 
bara Platt explained on behalf 
of Mass Highway. 

The new facility will replace 
the former Park and Ride facili- 
ty which opened in 1992 on 
Mishawum Road, adjacent to 
Route 128. 

According to Platt, the ARTC 
was conceived nearly a decade 
ago, after the MBTA and Mass- 
Port identified the need for 
expansion. Incidentally, Mass- 
Highway also had a similar goal 
at the time, resulting in the 
ARTC. 

Three State transportation 
agencies: MassPort’s Logan 


Express non-stop bus service; 
MassHighway’s Park and Ride 
program; and the MBTA com- 
muter rail services, will share 
the complex, which is described 
as “state of the art” and remi- 
niscent of a classic railroad 
depot. 

Not only will the facility pro- 
vide pleasing aesthetics, but it's 
also expected to ease a travel- 
er’s plight by providing an 
“affordable and convenient 
alternative.” 

The ARTC is designed to alle- 
viate some of the high traffic 
volume and congestion which 
often plagues commuters travel- 
ing in the Route 93 corridor to 
Boston. On and off-ramp traffic 
at the junction of Routes 128 is 
also expected to decrease in vol- 
ume. 

The Mishawum station pro- 
vided only 600 secured over- 
night parking spaces, while the 
ARTC will provide 2,400 spaces - 
a figure which is expected to 
meet the increasing demand for 
more than ten years to come. 

The ARTC is also convenient- 
ly located off Route 93 at exit

Asparagus dream 


In spring a food lover’s fancy 
turns to thoughts of stay 
In ancient times harvesting the 
wild asparagus, famous for their 
medicinal qualities was a 
springtime ritual. These days 
the ritual is more likely to take 
place in the produce aisles of 
the supermarket when 
California’s 116 million pound 
asparagus crop comes to mar- 
ket. 

Asparagus folklore credits 
the delicious green spears with 
everything from curing 
toothaches to being a reproduc- 
tive tonic. Today we know that 
just 5 stalks of asparagus is an 
excellent source of folic acid, a 
B vitamin that is associated 
with a decreased risk of neural 
tube birth defects. Asparagus is 
also a good source of vitamin C 
and carotenoids. Our bodies use 
some carotenoids to make vita- 
min A, while others are strong 
disease-fighting antioxidants. 

Quick cooking best preserves 
the distinctive taste and nutri- 
tional bang of asparagus. 
Choose spears that are about 
the same size so they will cook 
evenly. Break or cut off the 
tough ends of the asparagus and 
rinse the spears thoroughly in 
cool water to be sure they are 
free of sand. At this point you 
are only minutes away from 
enjoying this simple, but elegant 
vegetable. 

You can microwave aspara- 
gus, stir-fry them, cook them in 
boiling water or roast them in a 
hot oven (450 degrees) with a lit- 
tle olive oil. But it only takes a 
few minutes until they are crisp- 
tender, so check them after 
about 4 minutes. 

Warm asparagus are deli- 
cious with a little olive oil or 
butter and a squeeze of lemon 
juice. The nutty flavor of toasted 
sesame seeds is also a good 
match with the fresh taste of 
asparagus. My kids like them 
just plain and I confess to over- 
looking the occasional episodes

Clay 

Most people are familiar with 
round, red clay tiles, often 
called Spanish, “S", Mission, or 
Barrel tiles, that create rolling 
rippled patterns on the roofs of 
many buildings in the Southern 
and Western United States.
